At the request of the 
regents, and on the basis of the 
prospects for improvement,. five 
of these great foundations gave or 
made tentative grants of more 
than $1,700,000 for state higher 
education in Georgia.

Are there questions of race re- 
lations that justify a break in the 
policies of the regents? There is 
no trouble itn any college. state 
or private on this point. I am in 
my 87th vear of residence in 
Georgia and of close connection 
with its educational work. I know 
all the presidents of colleges and 
universities in Georgia, both for 
whites and blacks, and many of 
the teachers and other officers in 
these schools. During these 37 
years I have never heard any ad- 
vocacy of teaching whites and 
blacks together or of trying to 
bring them together in social in- 
termingling. I have heard 
little advocacy of any such ideas 
in Georgia or elsewhere. and none 
of it by our educationa! groups. 
[ know that imitators of Hitler in 
promoting race hatred have 
cused institutions and individuals 
of such race-mingling ideas: but 
[ have myself checked a_ good 
many of these rumors and found 
them without truth, and some of 
the promoters of the stories have 
known them to be untrue. but 
Hitler-like have hoped to profit 
by dissensions.

In the matter of race relations, 
[ think we may have trouble. With 
the present attitude of the United 
States supreme court, and with 
the bitter diatribes which the Gov-

SAIGON, French Indo-China, 
July 30.—i()—Japanese 
poured by the thousands into con- 
gested Saigon harbor and into St.

In the first light of day, a Jap- 
anese destroyer brought in a slow 
parade of 14 naval vessels carry- 
ing 13,000 soldiers and later in 
the day 30 additional transports 
arrived at St. Jacques to disem- 
bark their men there. 

The transports had

machineguns. Some were delayed 
by a shortage of river pilots.

Through the morning four Japa- 
nese destroyers lay at anchor se\- 
en miles down the river from 
Saigon and across: frog properties 
of the Texas and Socony Oil Com- 
panies. 

Direct reports from Nhatrang, 
200 mileso northeast of here, told 
of the arrival there, in eight trans- 
ports, of 7,000 Japanese soldiers 
and 250 Japanese bombers and 
pursuit planes. 

In Hanoi, capital of Indo-China. 
it was understood that the Japa- 
nese were using new|ly-acqulred 
air fields and landing troops in 
Cochin-China, across the mouth of 
the Gulf of Siam from Malava.

In Thailand, to which it has 
been reported Japan might trv to 
offer the same sort of “protec- 
tion’ extended to Indo-China. 
large forces of that army, with 
fully equipped mechanized and 
aerial units, moved into the Araya 
Predes army post near the Indo- 
China border. 

Officials in Thailand asserted 
that all was calm, however, and 
that the movement of its troops 
had nothing to do with Japanese 
occupation of Indo-China. 

One authoritative Thai 
declared that country would not 
consider any proposals to grant 
military bases to Japan, since such 
a course would contravene neu- 
trality.
